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Senate’s Democratic 
majority opened the way 
Wednesday for Roland 
Burris to become 
Illinois’ next senator, 
pressured by President-elect 
Obama to remove a politically consuming dis- 
traction less than two weeks before he assumes 
the White House during an economic crisis. 

A top Senate Democratic source said 
Obama’s concerns about the Burris situation 
were among several factors that resulted in an 
about-face by Senate leaders, who had vowed to 
reject Burris or anyone else named by disgraced 
Gov Blagojevich. 

Obama told Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid (D-Nev.) and others when he visited 
Capitol Hill this week “that if Burris had 
legal standing— and it appears he has— he 
should be seated as quickly as possible,” a top 
Obama source said Wednesday Obama ear- 
lier had sided with Reid’s opposition to the 
appointment. 

Reid held a 45-minute Capitol Hill meeting 
Wednesday with Illinois Sen. Dick Durbin and 
Burris. Afterward, Reid called the Blagojevich 
appointee someone who was “candid and forth- 
right” and “not trying to avoid any responsibil- 
ity or trying to hide anything” about how the 
governor named him to the seat. 

“I’m happy” Burris said after the meeting. 


Reid and Durbin outlined a path for Burris to 
take office that puts much of the pressure back 
on state lawmakers and Supreme Court justices 
in Illinois. They said Burris needs a ruling by 
the Illinois Supreme Court forcing Secretary 
of State Jesse White to certify Blagojevich’s 
appointment. They also said they awaited 
Burris’ answers to questions Thursday about the 
appointment when he appears before an Illinois 
House panel that is considering impeaching 
Blagojevich. 

Reid said that if the two Illinois issues are 


resolved— with the paperwork signed and 
Burris addressing Illinois lawmakers’ ques- 
tions— the appointment maybe referred to 
the Senate Rules Committee. “There’s going 
to come a time when the entire Senate is 
going to have to act on this, and that day I 
hope would come sooner rather than later,” 
Reid said. 

Durbin said he expected the process to seat 
Burris could be resolved in a matter of weeks. 

“The point is, now we’re trying to be fair to 
Roland Burris,” Durbin said.

In hindsight, the plastic swords we 
bought my 3-year-old son probably were 
a bad idea. 

Of course, he was thrilled to get them. 

“For me. Daddy?” he exclaimed. “To hurt 
you with?” 

OK, he didn’t say that last part, but, 
believe me, it was in his eyes. If you’d told 
me when my son was born that sooner 
or later he’d turn to a life of violence, I 
wouldn’t have been surprised. Boys will 
be boys and all that. But never would I 
have expected it to start so soon. 

Just yesterday he was watching “Dora 
the Explorer.” Today, he wants to maim 
her. (In this case he receives my encour- 
agement.) 

My guilt over exposing my son’s dark 
side here requires me to let you also know 
that, when he’s not drawing blood, he’s a 
sweet kid. Whenever, for example, he locks pretend “bad guys” in 
jail, he tells them, “Stay there and play with your own toys.” The real 
American prison system, along with being shamefully overcrowded, 
doesn’t allow toys. And he’s funny too. Our neighbor was over a few 
weeks ago, and my wife pointed at my son and ruefully explained, 
“He’s into swords.” To which my son looked up from stabbing a doll 
and noted, ‘And guns.” Right, son, and guns. 

How does he even know about guns? I long wondered. We live in the 
People’s Republic of Oak Park, where anything that even rhymes 
with “gun” is illegal (hence the ban on puns, which is why the town’s 
newspaper doesn’t have headlines). 

Turns out he gets his gun knowledge from older boys at his pre- 
school. (First rule of parenting: Always blame other kids and, by 
extension, their parents.) Soon, I know, he’ll pass his knowledge of 
modern weaponry on to younger boys. It’s kind of beautiful, if you 
think about it. 

Now, I’m not too concerned about any of this. You can try to take 
the enlightened road and hold out on toy weapons— and we did— 
but they’ll find ways to get their stabbing in. 

But I do know that at some undetermined point, he’ll reach a fork 
in the road: on one path a normal life of peaceful living, his darker 
urges held in check via a steady diet of cop shows, gangsta rap and 
NewTbrker magazine stories about Hezbollah. On the other path: 
actual violence and Atlantic Monthly stories about Hezbollah. 

I don’t claim to know how to keep a child off the latter path, but 
banning plastic weapons doesn’t seem like a guarantee of anything, 
except the kid really wanting to kill you. 

Still, I’d do anything to pry loose the sword now constantly in my 
son’s hand. Going to bed every night with bloody knuckles is begin- 
ning to get old.

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Debate over 
Obama’s 
true colors

A perplexing new chapter is unfolding in Barack 
Obama's racial saga: Many people insist that “the 
first black president” is actually not black. 
Debate over whether to call this son of a white 
Kansan and a black Kenyan biracial, African- 
American, mixed-race, half-and-half, multira- 
cial— or, in Obama's own words, a “mutt”— has 
reached a crescendo since Obama's election 
shattered assumptions about race, 

Obama has said, “I identify as African- 
American— that's how I'm treated and that's 
how I'm viewed. I'm proud of it,” 

“Of course Obama is black. And he's not black 
too,” said Rebecca Walker, a 38 -year-old writer 
who is of Russian, African, Irish, Scottish and 
Native American descent, “He's white, and he's 
not white too,” 

The entire issue balances precariously on the 
“one-drop” rule, which sprang from the slaveo- 
wner habit of dropping by the slave quarters and 
producing brown babies. One drop of black 
blood meant that person, and his or her descen- 
dants, could never be a fuU citizen. 

Some white people seem insulted by a percep- 
tion that Obama is rejecting his white mother 
or baffled by the notion that someone would 
choose to be black instead of half-white, 

“He can't be African-American, With race, 
white claims 50 percent of him and black 50 
percent of him,” Ron Wilson of Plantation, Fla,, 
wrote in a letter to the Sun-Sentinel newspaper, 
U,S, Rep, G, K, Butterfield, a 6i-year-old black 
man who by all appearances is white, grew up in a 
prominent black family in Wilson, N,C, Both of 
his parents had white forebears, “and those genes 
came together to produce me,” He grew up on 
the black side of town, led civil rights marches as 
a young man, and to this day goes out of his way 
to inform people that he is certainly not white, 
Butterfield has made his choice; he says let 
Obama do the same, 

“^u are a product of your experience,” 
Butterfield said.

When President-elect Obama is sworn 
into office Jan, 20, he not only will make 
history as the first black man to hold the 
highest office in the country. 

He will serve as living proof that racism 
is dying, a number of locals told RedEye, 
“I'm very optimistic,” saidTodd Walton, 
25, of Broadview Walton, a blogger known 
as The Hip Hop Democrat, has written 
about the prelude to and aftermath of the 
'08 election, “This is a huge development 
and one that some people didn't think was 
even possible,” 

Walton, who is black, said he has been 
particularly moved by how Americans 
have come together in the days since 
Obama won the White House, 

“I find myself having conversations with 
people of so many different races, and this 
hasn't really happened before, and it's 
mostly about the election,” Walton said. 


“It's just a different feeling in the air,” 

But does that “different feeling” mean 
that the end of racism is in sight? 

Not yet, according to a random sampling 
of diverse locals who talked to RedEye 
about the state of race in America, Many, 
however, echoed the upbeat U,S, senti- 
ment on racism captured in recent polls. 
Approximately two-thirds of Americans 
polled believe black-and-white strife “will 
eventually be worked out,” according to a 
USA Today/Gallup Poll conducted the day 
after the presidential election, in the high- 
est percentage recorded since Gallup first 
asked the question in 1963, amid the civil 


rights struggle. 

For one Lincoln Parker, the election is 
proof that American culture has dramati- 
cally shifted, 

“When you look around and see dif- 
ferent people of different backgrounds 
in corporate America, you can see that 
racial progress is being made,” said Nicole 
HolloweU, 25, “I don't know if we can hon- 
estly say that people didn't consider race 
while they were voting, but we all know 
this couldn't have happened 100 years ago. 
There's a change and it's encouraging,” 
But HolloweU, who is white, said 
Americans still have a long way to get rid 
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of racism completely 

Local cultural experts agree, cautioning 
that positive feelings might actually derail 
anti-racism initiatives. Americans can’t get 
complacent because of Obama’s achieve- 
ment, they warned. 

“Racism is systemic, and part of our 
institutions,” said Vickie Sides, associ- 
ate director of a racial justice initiative 
at the YWCA Metropolitan Chicago. 
“Individuals of color have access to oppor- 
tunities that were not possible 30 years 
ago, but the structures and institutions 
still need changing. How individuals treat 
each other, in terms of racial understand- 
ing, is just a small part of the puzzle.” 

Vince Mayes, who lives in East Rogers 
Park, said signs of blatant racism are more 
difficult to find than ever in Chicago. But 
that doesn’t mean locals are color-blind, 
Mayes said, citing the city’s historic segre- 
gation. Blacks in Chicago are the most iso- 
lated racial group in 20 of the nation’s larg- 


est cities, according to a recent Tribune story 
that analyzed 2008 population estimates. In 
order to integrate Chicago, approximately 
84 percent of the black or white population 
would need to change neighborhoods, the 
Tribune’s data revealed. 

Mayes, who is black, said he personally 
feels the burden of segregation, particularly 
when hanging out downtown or even where 
he lives, on the city’s North Side. 

“I’ll go to a nice restaurant and have white 
customers or wait staff greet me as ‘homie’ 
or ‘blood’ or, worse, act like they’re scared of 
me,” Mayes, 46, said. ‘And they’ll really do 
a double take when I’m with my girlfriend 
because she is white.” 

Mayes, who said he grew up during the 
civil rights era and attended marches with 
his mother, is not confident racial attitudes 
are much different among younger genera- 
tions. 

‘All you have to do is go on the Web,” 
Mayes said. “You see postings calling people 
‘n-words’ and you hear about kids dragging 
nooses behind their cars. Those are young 
people doing that.” 

But Uptown resident Karl Kimpo said 
younger Americans are more willing to face 
and fight racism when they see it. He has 
seen dramatic changes over the last decade, 
Kimpo, 33, said. 

“When an African-American breaks 
through an obstacle, even if it’s on TV or mov- 
ies, it trickles down to Latinos, to Asians,” 
Kimpo, who is Filipino, said, citing Obama’s 
election and Halle Berry’s 2002 Oscar win as 
recent examples. “It shows that success is not 
limited to the mainstream and it’s very inspir- 
ing to see.” 

And that will continue as younger genera- 
tions increasingly interact with other races 
on a social level, some said. 

“We grew up feeling interracial dating 
is no big deal,” Hollowell said. ‘And I have 
friends of all different backgrounds. It 
doesn’t matter.” 

Jamie Argento, a former Chicagoan who 
lives in New York, agreed, but pointed out 
that such open attitudes might not mirror 
those in other cities. 

“Chicago, in particular, is a big, liberal 
city,” said 25-year-old Argento, who is white. 
“I don’t know if that’s the case if you were to 
go somewhere like Idaho.” 

That could change with a black man at the 
helm of the country, according to Sides, who 
said it will expose Americans to new realities 
about race. Still, Sides cautioned, we can’t be 
too quick to declare mission accomplished. 

“We want to capitalize on those feelings 
of hope because they inspire people to act 
and become part of grass-roots change,” 
Sides said. “But we have to remind people 
that Obama’s election is part of the begin- 
ning of a conversation on race, not the end.”

Race issue 
has many 
colors 

Has race in America been boiled down to 
just a black-and-white issue? 

Yes, if you ask some members of 
Chicago’s Asian-American community 
who said they feel that Asians are a 
footnote in national race discussions. 

Unlike the local Latino community 
(about 28 percent of the population, 
according to recent census figures) Asians 
are a minority among minorities, some 
local Asians told RedEye. 

“We are part of a minority that is under 
5 percent, so we definitely don’t get as 
much attention or consideration when it 
comes to race relations,” 28 -year-old Jin 
Kim said. “It’s not like the election has 
opened the floodgates for us either. The 
number of Asian- Americans you see in 
pop culture is very small, and the number 
of role models is even smaller.” 

Kim, for one, is using comedy to 
bring the conversation on Asians to 
the forefront— with the help of other 
members of his sketch comedy group. Stir 
Friday Nights, which consists of 12 Asian 
American players, tackles controversy

from the over-eroticizing of Asian women 
to a recent T-shirt flap involving Cubs 
player Kosuke Fukudome, who joined the 
team after moving here from Japan. 

Harrison Pak, 34, said he and other 
troupe members were surprised this 
summer after seeing the Cubs shirt 
featuring Fukudome’s name and a slanty- 
eyed cartoon bear declaring “Horry Cow,” 
a stereotypical Japanese mispronunciation 
of Harry Cara/s famous “holy cow”

Illinois House members investigating 
Gov Blagojevich’s impeachment heard 
Wednesday about illegal hiring in the admin- 
istration as they prepared for a highly antici- 
pated appearance by the governor’s U.S. 
Senate pick. 

Committee member Rep. Lou Lang (D- 
Skokie) summarized an internal 2004 inves- 
tigation by the executive inspector general 
that found “a concerted effort to subvert” 
state hiring laws at the Department of 
Employment Security 

The review detailed a scheme by 
Blagojevich’s patronage office in which 
unqualified people were hired, candidates 
were told to lie on applications, were put in 
positions that didn’t exist, or were put on the 
payroll over qualified military veterans, whom 
state law says get preference for jobs. 

Committee members seemed impatient 
hearing yet another transgression by the 
second-term Democrat after days of testi- 
mony about wrongdoing or incompetence. 
Blagojevich was arrested Dec. 9 on political 
corruption charges, including attempting 
to sell Barack Obama’s vacant U.S. Senate 
seat. 

“We’re beating a dead horse here,” said Rep. 
Suzanne “Suzie” Bassi, a Palatine Republican. 
“Let’s get going on this.” 

That’s what the committee plans to do. 
Several members said they hope to complete 
their work and see a House vote on a com- 
mittee recommendation for impeachment 
before the week’s out. An impeachment rec- 
ommendation would go to the state Senate 
for a trial. 

But first, the panel will wait for a federal 
court ruling Thursday on whether it will get 
to hear some of the secretly recorded con- 
versations U.S. Atty Patrick Fitzgerald made 
of Blagojevich allegedly scheming to trade 
government action for campaign contribu- 
tions. 

And the committee plans to hear Thursday 
from former state Atty Gen. Roland Burris, 
whom Blagojevich, thumbing his nose at the 
Legislature, appointed to the Senate seat after 
his arrest. 

Republicans, who requested Burris’ atten- 
dance, said they wanted to know the circum- 
stances behind his appointment and why 
Blagojevich’s criminal defense attorney made 
the overture to the Democrat.

Chicago police on Wednesday were con- 
ducting a “preliminary criminal investiga- 
tion” into a Southeast Side apartment fire 
that killed three young children and injured 
a fourth, police spokeswoman Monique 
Bond said. 

But she said no cause had been estab- 
lished for the blaze that began about 
10:40 a.m. in the top floor of a three-story 
building in the 8300 block of South Buffalo 
Avenue. A Chicago Fire Department spokes- 
woman said the flames also spread to the 
roof of the iVz-story building next door. 

The dead children were identified as sib- 


lings, Sharell Gates, 3,T^ell Gates, 2, and Jim- 
my Gates, 7 months old, according to the 
Cook County medical examiner’s office. 

Firefighters rescued a fourth sibling, 
4-year-old Jamari, amid light smoke on the 
second floor of the burning building. 

Firefighters found no working smoke 
detectors in the residence, officials said. 

The children’s mother was being ques- 
tioned by police. 

The Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services was investigating an allega- 
tion of neglect in the children’s deaths, said 
DCFS spokesman Jimmie Whitelow. The 
agency has had no prior contact with the 


children’s family, he said, and a fifth child 
was placed in the care of relatives. 

The children had lived in the home 
with their mother for about 2 years, along 
with a 5-year-old sister who was at school 
at the time the fire broke out, two relatives 
said. 

Natalie Gordon, a cousin of the children’s 
mother, said the mother told her she was 
across the street visiting an ill relative 
when she saw her house on fire. 

“She’s a good mom. She’s too young, but 
she took care of them. She was responsible. 
It can happen to anybody A couple seconds 
can take away three lives,” Gordon said.

Official: Madoff violated order 


NEW YORK Disgraced financier 
Bernard Madoff and his wife sent 
at least i6 watches, a jade necklace and a 
diamond bracelet to family and relatives, 
proving he will continue to dissipate what 
little is left from his $50 billion fraud, a 
prosecutor told a judge in arguing that 
Madoff be jailed. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Marc Litt said in 
a letter released Wednesday that Madoff 
violated a court order barring him from 
dissipating, concealing or disposing of any 
assets when he and his wife sent the items 
to close relatives and two friends. 

A criminal complaint against Madoff 
said the former Nasdaq chairman 
had offered to distribute between 


IN CASE YOU MISSED IT 

Madoff was arrested Dec. 11 on a 
securities fraud charge after the FBI said 
he confessed to swindling investors. 
Authorities say he told his sons he ran a 
$50 billion Ponzi scheme and had only a 
few hundred million dollars left. Although 
he has been freed on $10 million bail, 
he has been confined to his $7 million 
Manhattan penthouse with an electronic 
bracelet and 24-hour guard. 

$200 million and $300 million that 
remained in his company’s accounts 
to close relatives and friends before he 
surrendered to authorities. 


In his six-page letter sent to Ellis 
on Tuesday night and publicly filed 
Wednesday, Litt said Madoff violated his 
promise not to touch his assets when he 
and his wife sent multiple packages on 
Dec. 24 to relatives and friends. 

The prosecutor said one package 
contained 13 watches, one diamond 
necklace, an emerald ring, and two sets 
of cufflinks, items estimated to be worth 
more than $i million. 

He said two other packages contained a 
diamond bracelet, a gold watch, a diamond 
Cartier watch, a diamond Tiffany watch, 
four diamond brooches, a jade necklace 
and other assorted jewelry and were sent 
to relatives.

Meanwhile, there’s a pretty attractive game brewing at 
Dolphin Stadium between 12-1 teams. 

The winner gets the glistening crystal prize. That could 
come in handy for the Gators— they won the trophy two 
years ago, but a recruit accidentally bumped into it in 
April, shattering the $30,000 football. Eortunately for 
them, it was insured. 

While Elorida boasts great speed, the No. 2 Sooners 
operate at a blink-of-the-eye pace. They set a modern 
record for points this season, averaging 54 a game. 

With linemen, receivers and backs rushing downfield, 
their no-huddle offense often leaves opponents gasping 
and disorganized. Teams are allowed 40 seconds to run a 
play; Oklahoma tries to snap the ball in half that time. 

Given more than a month to prepare, Meyer said it’s 
still hard to simulate what the Sooners do. “Tbu don’t 
understand you have substitution limitations because of 
tempo, you have the fatigue factor and you have the chaos 
factor where you like to line up,” he said.

Florida’s Tim Tebow and Oklahoma’s Sam Bradford will 
be forever linked thanks to this frenetic college football 
season. 

They sat together at the Heisman Trophy ceremony last 
month in New Tbrk, where Bradford joined Tebow as the 
only sophomores to win the most prestigious award in col- 
lege sports. 

More important, they will be across the field from 
each other in the BCS title game Thursday night as 
maestros of two of the nation’s best offenses. 

Tebow is the fiery leader whose indelible image 
from this season comes with his face stained with the 
blood-colored paint of Florida State’s end zone. Bradford 
is more a low-key perfectionist, an only child who is more 
comfortable in the pocket than in front of the news media. 

Off-season changes at Oklahoma and Florida led to high- 
scoring seasons. At Oklahoma, coach Bob Stoops switched 
to a no-huddle spread offense. Bradford flourished, 
picking apart defenses as the Sooners set a mod- 
ern record with 702 points. They scored more than 
60 points in each of their last five games. 

Bradford threw 48 touchdown passes and just 
6 interceptions. He threw 442 passes and was 
sacked just ii times. 

“Every time that I see him, his jersey is clean,” 

Florida safety Ahmad Black said. 

But with the arrival on campus of ultra-quick tail- 
back Jeffrey Demps and the emergence of redshirt 
freshman Chris Rainey, Tebow’s role evolved this sea- 
son from lead playmaker to lead distributor. His num- 
bers dipped, throwing 28 TD passes and 
running for 12.

Their eats: In Spanish, the name of this 
Ravenswood BYOB means golden— the 
color of the sun. “To me, it means energy,” 
says chef-owner Luis Perez. 

It’s an appropriate name— and inter- 
pretation— for the 
longtime Chicago 
chef’s first solo 
venture. Four years 
after he opened the 
spot, energy still 
buzzes through the 
casual, candlelit din- 
ing room. 

Perez’s food has 
pizzazz too. You can’t eat here without try- 
ing the Dorado Nachos ($9.95), a delight- 
fully messy pile of corn chips topped with 
tender smoked duck and smothered in 
Chihuahua cheese, Bermuda onions, guaca- 
mole and jalapenos and drizzled with lime 
cream sauce. They’re a perfect example 
of Dorado’s unique blend of French and 
Mexican flavors, a style Perez developed 
after two decades of cooking everything 


from French to Mexican to Italian fare in 
other Chicago kitchens. The two cuisines 
come together harmoniously in popular 
entrees such as crabmeat-crusted Atlantic 
salmon over spicy chipotle mashed pota- 
toes ($23.95) ^ grilled center-cut pork 

chop over roasted garlic mashed potatoes, 
topped with plum mole ($19.95). 

Your drinks: If you don’t have a reserva- 
tion and there’s a wait at Dorado, head 
across the street for a pre-dinner cocktail at 
Claddagh Ring (2306 W Foster Ave. 773-271- 
5551). When your table is ready, you can buy 
a bottle of wine or six-pack to go. 

You won’t score anything you can’t find 
on the shelves of your local liquor store, but 
it’s hard to beat the convenience of a grab- 
and-go bottle of Wolf Blass shiraz ($20) or 
La Terre chardonnay ($14). If you’re going 
with beer, snag a six-pack of a smooth lager 
such as Harp ($12). 

Dorado charges a corkage fee of $2 per 
bottle of wine or six-pack.

Some hip-hop artists talk 
about dropping knowledge. 

Primeridian go out and do it. 

The Chicago-based group, 
made up of Darshon “Race” 

Gibbs, Jaime “Tree” Roundtree 
and Simeon “see-me-on” Viltz, 
puts as much effort into its 
albums as it does into working 
with the community The guys 
are involved with a number of 
education and youth outreach 
organizations, including hip- 
hop workshops at the Gary 
Comer Tbuth Center, 7200 S. 

Ingleside. 

Rap and hip-hop have a particular con- 
nection with troubled communities, Gibbs 
and Viltz told RedEye, but the most popu- 
lar styles rarely send positive messages. This 
spring, they’re hoping to get some of their 
students’ tracks played on local radio sta- 
tions to help young people see that there is 
an outlet for conscious-minded work. 

“Because {most radio] formats are so 
locked in place, there’s no other way the 


youth are really gonna get 
a different perspective, so 
that’s why we’re hitting the 
grassroots as well, to try to get 
them to open up,” Viltz said. 

The group’s songs embrace 
many styles and often discuss 
overcoming life challenges. 
They’re excited to see the 
resurgence of Chicago hip- 
hop and of artists who push 
boundaries lyrically and musi- 
cally Viltz said the trend could 
hearken back to the city’s her- 
itage of soul, blues and jazz. 

“I think that’s a big part of 
why Chicago artists tend to 
have something of substance to say and 
have a soulful feeling to their music,” he 
said. 

“I feel like we’re kind of blessed to be in 
that position, to be in this city, to be from 
this movement going on.”

This Web site can track fares on specific routes 
and dates for you. It added a new feature last 
fall that alerts users when airlines make new 
seats available at the lowest-priced frequent-flier 
award levels. Even though you may find a certain 
flight unavailable for the cheapest frequent-flier 
awards, the inventory can change, and if the 
flight sells slowly and empty seats are available, 
airlines often open up frequent-flier seat 
inventory. Unless you constantly check, you’d 
never know. But now Yapta can check for you. 

Use the free Web site’s regular “Plan a Trip’’ 
function, and the Web site finds prices and 
recommends flights based on your preferences. 
If you “tag” flights that interest you, Yapta will 
track pricing changes, sending e-mail alerts. 

EXPERTFLYER.COM 

A subscription Web site favored by hard-core 
road warriors who mine the intricacies of airline 
fare codes and upgrade rules. Expert Flyer 
has a more sophisticated “Award and Upgrade 
Availability” search function. You can search for 
coach, business-class or first-class awards at 
different price levels on different airlines, and 
search for upgrade opportunities as well. 

American, for example, has at least four 
different first-class awards: first-class tickets 
at full and discounted mileage levels, plus 
upgrades using 500-mile electronic stickers 
issued to frequent fliers and upgrades using 
miles and co-payments. American’s Web site 
won’t tell you how many seats are available at 
different mileage levels or whether upgrades 
are available to you using miles or stickers. But 
ExpertFlyer can deliver that kind of information. 

ExpertFlyer, which costs $9.99 a month for 
full access or $99.99 a year, can search the 
available inventory of 21 different carriers 
worldwide. The Web site also has an alert 
feature that will e-mail you when seats become 
available on a specific flight at a specific award 
or price level you want.

This useful fare-search site checks a lot of 
different vendors, from airlines themselves 
to online travel agencies like orbitz.com and 
travelocity.com, and it offers some handy tools 
to refine your flight searches. 

If you don’t want to consider turboprop 
aircraft or regional jets, for example. Kayak 
lets you exclude those flights from your 
searches. Kayak breaks down 

available itineraries by airline, 
time of day, number of 
stops and how long 
layovers might 
be. And Kayak 
has a one-click 
feature that 
opens a chart 
showing you 
airline fees- 
now a crucial 
element when 
comparing prices 
between airlines. 

Kayak doesn’t sell tickets itself; it sends you 
to the airline Web site or online travel agency 
where it found the price you want. It’s a free 
service and a handy place to start your fare 
searches.

Always sign up for 
flight alerts from 
your airline or 
flightstats.com so 
you get early notice 
of cancellations, gate 
changes or delays. 

Flight alerts also are 

helpful when picking people up at airports. 




FARECOMPARE.COM 

This site has a couple of useful tools to help 
make smarter ticket-buying decisions. One 
option shows historical graphs of the lowest 
prices offered on a route, looking back at 
what airlines offered over the past seven 
days all the way out to the past two years. 

If you can see that the price hasn’t been 
below $200 over the past two years, you 
may be foolish to hope for a $150 ticket on a 
particular route. 

Another useful FareCompare function: a 
search for discounted first-class seats. Just 
enter your departure city, and FareCompare 
can show you discounted first-class seats to 
hundreds of destinations. Some are coach 
prices that include instant upgrades, called 
“Y-Up” fares, and some are just advance- 
purchase discounted first-class tickets.

USACA.COM and AIRLINE 
CONSOLIDATOR.COM 

If you’re after the cheapest possible coach 
ticket, consider buying from one of these 
“consolidators.” Consolidators take seats 
that airlines don’t think they can sell 
and offer them at very steep discounts. 
Moving the seats out of regular inventory 
means airlines don’t have to slash their 
posted prices and trigger fare wars with 
competitors. But the distressed inventory 
gets sold, much like a retailer 
dumping excess inventory at 
the outlet mall. 

A warning about 
consolidator tickets, however: 
You have very few rights 
when you fly. You likely won’t 
get perks like frequent-flier 
mileage credit or advance seat 
assignments, and you will be 
at the bottom of the list for 
re-accommodation if flights get 
canceled or connections are missed.

If you’re planning a cruise 
in 2009, three Web sites can 
be a big help. 

WALL STREET JOURNAL 

CRUISECRITIC.COM 

This site offers reviews 
boat-by-boat and port-by- 
port, evaluating cruise lines 
and itineraries and offering 
recommendations for 
cruises suited for families or 
couples or adventurers or 
mature adults. It has a fairly 
large database of cruise 
reviews from travelers, and 
you can pick up a lot of tips, 
especially if you aren’t an 
experienced cruiser. 


SHORETRIPS.COM 

Shore Trips offers links and reviews of shore trips offered by local firms, sometimes a better 
value than the shore excursions offered by cruise lines. Prices can be cheaper, and the trips 
may be longer than what the companies linked to the cruise-line offers. 

CDC.GOV 

Before you buy a cruise, it’s worthwhile to check the sanitary record of the ship you are 
considering at cdc.gov, the Web site of the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention, 
which posts inspection scores under its Vessel Sanitation Program. On the current “green 
sheet” of inspection scores, six ships out of 153 failed to achieve acceptable scores: Amadea, 
Celebrity Infinity, MV Clipper Pacific, Nautilus Explorer, Pride of Aloha and Stad Amsterdam. 
As with restaurant health-department scores, the transgressions can run from burned-out 
light bulbs to major health issues, and may have been immediately corrected. Issues from 
each inspection are listed.
